The announcement of State Senator 


Hampton W. Rice that he will enter the 
lists in the contest next fall for the Sena- 
torship is being brushed aside by his 
opponents with the statement that theSen- 
ator is not ellgable because he comes 
from the middle district and the nomina- 
tion belongs to the lower end. Mr. Rice, 
as a matter of fact, has the same rights 
as any other citizen to apsire to the 
Senate. Neither is there anything in the 
rules for the go»«trnment of the Republi- 
can party in Bucks county that provide 
for the customary rotation of candidates 
among the three districts of the county. 
The eastern has simply been established 
by precedent, that Is all. And even 
though the rules provided for the custom- 
ary rotation, 
it is very questionable 


whether they would stand against the de- 
cision of the Republican convention. Mr. 
Rice's position in the county today is sim- 
ilar to that of Mr. Wagner six years ago, 
when he was nominated in tlia face of a 
strong sentiment In favor of the nomina- 
tion coming to Bucks county according to 
long established precedent.

rotation system in conducting Congres- 
sional 
nominations. 
Tho practice of 


sending a now man to Congress every four 
years lias absolutely nothing to recom- 
mend |i. Upon this subject, on Tuesday, 
the Philadelphia Pr«s» made the following 
editorial comment: 


The practice of rotating congressional 


nominations from uno county to auothur, 
just to give all a chance, is getting some 
bard knocks in this end of Pennsylvania, 
though it in maintained to the disadvant- 
age of the State in altogether too many 
interioi districts. 


Formerly there was no district that 


more persistently adhered to the rotation 
practice than that composed of Bucks and 
Montgomery counties. Nothing more Is 
heard cf it there. The present Congress- 
man, 
Irving P.'yVangor, is a relident of 


Montgomery county. He was first nomi- 
nated in IS'JO, and though defeated that 
year »as nominated again in>1892 and 
elected. At every congressional election 
since he has been re-elected and has re- 
cently been nominated for the seventh 
time. For a while there was some protest 
and demand that Bucks county should 
have the nomination, bnt they have not 
gone so far as to present a contesting can- 
didate, and.the nomination has been made 
without opposition. 


The district composed of Chester and 


Delawnre counties presents' another illus- 
tration, though not quite so pronounced. 
Congressman Butler, of Chaster, has just 
been nominated for the fourth time, hav- 
ing the unanimous support of the district, 
Delaware being as cordially for him as hie 
own county. When he was first a candl- 
aate in 1896 Delaware count; made so 
strong a contention for an equal Dumber 
of terms with Chester that It was impossi- 
ble to agree upon fi nomination. Butler 
ran as the candidate of his county and 
John P. Robinson as the candidate of 
Delaware, and it was only the groat pre- 
ponderance of the Republican vote which 
prevented tho election of a Democrat. 
Butler was successful and has been nomi- 
nated three times since. 


The claim that a nomination should 


rotate from one1 county to another is 
peculiarly narrow. It ismaJo not in the 
interest of the district or even of the 
county, but is set up In behalf of some in- 
dividual who wants the nomination as 
personal 
matter. 
The people of The 


county are not concerned. 
This was 


shown in the just mentioned contest be- 
tween Butler and Robinson. Neither re- 
ceived the full Republican vote of his own 
count), and the people of Delaware county 
are iuxt as well satisfied with Oong-essman 
Butler as they would be with some one 
from their own part of tho district. And 
why not? Congressmen are not elected to 
ropretunt counties. 


Whin the people are educated away 


from the rotation practice they will be 
educated away from the pernicious con- 
feree system. The one is largely account 
able for the other and both are as bad as 
can b<.

Among 
the 
natural curiosities of 


Eastern Pennsylvania is what the Indians 
called the "Holy Cong," but which has 
been known to the wnite Inhabitants of 
the vicinity as the "Oonkey Hole." 


It is situated in Buckingham township, 


Bucks county,' on the land of the late Hiel 
Gilbert, and is nearly circular, funnel- 
shaped basin, about 40 yards In diameter, 
and from 20 to SO feet to the water, with- 
out any known bottom. Efforts have re- 
peatedly been made to fathom its depths, 
the latest within a few weeks by Horace 
Broadhnrst, whose lands it adjoins, but 
without success. 


The peculiarity about the hole is that 


whatever is thrown Into Its depths will 
emergci at the "Great Spring" or tbe 
"Inghiim Spring," three miles distant, in 
Solebory township, at the entrance of the 
Soleburr Park. 


One of the Indian traditions regarding 


the "Conkey Hole" Is to the effect that 
one day one of their number shot a deer 
on the brink of the hole. It fell in, ana 
he was unable to secure it, but it subse- 
quently emerged from the Gieat Spring. 
Within the past half century, and to the 
knowledge ot many now living in the 
vicinity, it is known that the chaff from a 
bed ticking emptied Into the "Oonkey 
Hole" by a woman of the' vicinity floated 
on the waters of the 'Great Spring." 
The flow of .water from the spring is im- 
mense, and some Idea can be gained of its 
magnitude from the fact that the volume 
of water Is sufficient to furnish motive 
power for several mills. Its vast subter- 
ranean channels and the apparently inex- 
hanstable supply of water make the 
"Great Spring" and the "Oonkey Hole" 
notable features among the natural curi- 
osities of Books county.

'Ihuti the 
chilli's education- depended wholly upon thj 
luuoiint of knowledge tits parents had. Inter 
rough t-chool houses uere built and Hippoilo'l bj 
sum* collected 1'ioin the parents ot the children 
who attended. 'J ht-so one stoileil strut-lutes 
wero turiu-hed without a thought tor the child's 
comfort. 'I here wan geneially but a single room 
pUln anil buru, without roiips p'ctures or even 
a blackboard. The seats i in the H hole length nl* 
the ro< in, so that the pupils had to step oter ihira 
when going to their places. The bu>s did th s 
vervea>ily 
They tint down. litTrd Ihulr heel*, 
anil with a quick whirl s ung tin ui lo the othi-r 
side, 'j lie girls had a pluce flied winch tl,ey 
could raise to pae* in unit out bnt im at ol them 
pri 1'erred to whirl an the hoys did. In some of 
these school room* the pupils wrote upon a lour 
board, one siiU'ot which was nailed to the will- 
In t rout ot them. In this case they faced the 
wall instead ot the teacher, and it must have 
been a good Itlea for the pupils could not see 
wllen the teacher was looking at tfiera, and con- 
sequently talked less than they perhaps would 
have clone could they have put in a few words 
now and then when lier buck was turned. 
Fire places or In rue stoves with wood fires 


were used. These almost burned the pupils who 
sat near them, while the unfortunate ones on the 
other side of the room were shivering with the 
cold. Besides this the rooms were not properly 
lighted or ventilated although a little later in 
some of the schools they had a small square hole 
cut In the celling and known as the ventilator. *• 
The schools then as now were supposed to he- 
gin at nine o'clock, but they had no clocks, and 
the teacher either brought an hour glassor Imd a 
noon mark on a window sill, and when the sun 
reached this mark the pupils were dismissed. On 
rainy days as there was no sun, the teacher 
guessed at the time. 


How changed we find all these things today. 
Our school rooms at present are gay, cheerful 
and vtoll furnished. The single Beat and desk, 
su well adapted to the pupil, has replaced the 
olil-ttme bench, and so, also, we find the heaters 
and radiators in place of the stoves. Black- 
boards, maps and even pictures decorate the 
siiootk walls of our modern school houses. But 
what Is better than nil these, is the fact that a 
hotter qualified class of teachers is demanded by 
HID people, So we see thatnow Instead of being 
taught at home we have three grades of schools, 
U'be primary, In which reading, writing, arith- 
metic, geography and Knglish grammar are the 
principal subjects taught. Secondary schools, 
such at high schools, grammar schools and uciul- 
rm es, in which tbe higher mathematics, foreign 
languages, history and natural science are Intro- 
duced; and the colleges and universities which 
embrace tho studies necessary to proles tonal 
life. Besides these there are the normal schools, 
designed to give teachers a special training lor 
their vocation. Then we must not forget the 
kindergarten. The recent introduction of this 
branch shows that a child's education should be- 
gin even before the time of entering the primary 
schools. 


In the first days of public schools and colleges, 


only boys were admitted, the girls' only chance 
being at noon hours, after school or In tbe sum- 
mer months when the hoys were absent. I sup- 
pose people considered the boys of more Impifrt- 
ance then, but we are* happy to say thev b.ave 
changed their opinion)'. 


In the schools 01 olden times reading, writing 
and arithmetic were about the only lessons 
taught. The pupils bad no lead pencils with 
which to write, but the plummet was used in- 
stead. These were made at home by melting 
waste lead and running It Into shallow grooves 
two or three Inches long, cut in a stick or wood. 
Sometimes the cracks of the kitchen floor were 
found convenient places to inn th« lead in. 
when the metal cooled it was smoothed down 
and pointed and, perhaps as a final touch, a hole 
was bored through one end so that the owner 
might bang his plummet around his neck on a 
string. The children were taught to count on 
thulr fingers and, when In summer some of them 
came barefoot, toes were used lor the same pur- 
pose. 


Puphs were occasionally asked to define words 
and their answers were very amusing but 
showed that they were learned by sight and 
hearing rather than from books. For example, 
missionary wns denned as "one who went to In- 
vert the Indians." Remember, 'Mo know after- 
wards what you know DOW." 
Sister, "U there 
was a girl and she lived at your house and she 
was your mother's daughter, than she would be 
your sister. 


Today Improved methods «f teaching and bet- 
ter courses ol study are Introduced eierywhere. 
As tor those who taught these lessons there 
were all kinds. Most of the teachers were men. 
The situation was most often sought after by 
those wno were crippled, InBrm or unfit for other 
work. Thev all got small salaries, which they 
helped along somewhat by taking care of grave 
yards, cleaning churches, er doing other small 
obs out of school bours. Besides this f hey were 
obliged to keep the school house clean, build the 
fires, and often chop the wood as well. But the 
teachers were not all ef this type. A great many 
were graduates ot the colleges, which by this time 
existed in nearly every state. All, however, ware 
obliged to board around. At the beginning ef 
the term tbe teacher divided the number of days' 
by the nnmber of pupils and thus determined 
how long he should stay with each family, Do 
there wa> no picking of places, and the teacher 
found bis home far from agreeable at times. 


Tbe punishments which all teachers then In- 
flicted on the pupils were very severe, the rod be- 
ing used, sometimes until the blood flowed, even 
on large boys and girls. Tbe parents, too, en- 
couraged this lorm of correction and often 
lodged the schoolmaster's ability to teach by the 
wavln which he used the rod. The old motto, 
"Spare the rod and spoil the child," is now dis- 
credited. Children are jurnltbed bv depriving 
them of privileges or aven by duunuKlng thim. 


Tn« pupils who have the tue of the public 
school* ol today have a great advantage over 
:hoseof a century ago. Education is gettlfcgto 
je more and more a universal Interest. It no 
longer consists of select studies for a few of birth 
and fortune, bnt sclenct Is placed within the 
reach of all. Our schools aim to make the pn- 
>lls •elf-dependent and prepare tbem for tbe 
ilghcr work of self education, by darahplngln 
them the power to gather knowledge from the 
world. This knowkdn serves u a fight to show 
them the way and a h«lj> to solv» 4iffl«mltl»». 


Even If used tor none of those things, all will de-

The second essay was the work of Miss 
sabe!

Ber voice was admirably 
adopted to public speaking, which fact, 
combined with the highly entertaining 
character of her dissertation, enabled her 
o hold tho close attention of the audience

DAY. 


Our late war with Spain has brought out the 
Ightlng qua ities, courage and leiinetuHie^s of 
tbo American soldier of today. That which we 
lave admired In the men of the Revolution, tlte 
War 3>!M?, and the Civil War, we have men en- 
acted by men of our own times. Oaring expedi- 
tion?, terrific assaults on the enemy's workn, ter- 
rible fighting tor <liij» at a time—this Is what 
;hey have boon doing. 
Commodore Dewey, who was in charge of the 
Asiatic Squadron a,t Hong Kong, was ordered bv 
our late President to go at once to Manila, and 
either capture or destroy the Spanish fleet,sta- 
tioned there. A little later a mensago was sent 
to President McKlnley stating thai Dewey had 
fought a battle and had destroyed every one of 
the enemy's ships wlthoutlositiK a man. 
We know how Hobson sunk the Merrima: and 
how Schley destroyedXervera's fleet near San- 
tiago. The Bough 'Aiders, a company of cow- 
boys commanded by President Itoosevelt, won 
the admiration and pride of every American. 
Every war develops some military woutler. 
Very often U is a man who has no technical or 
practical education or even » knowledge ot war. 
The t'oer Rebellion la no exception to this rule 
and hlstif.'y furnishes few more remarkable In- 
stances ot this developmentxof genius in unex- 
pected quarters than that or the Boer General, 
Christian DeWet lie was quite unknown to the 
world at large until after the tail of Bloemton- 
teln. Then lie began his wonderful career as a 
guerrilla leader. Nothing seems too great tor 
ulu to undertake, and British officers admit that 
his exploits have been remarkable, considering 
tbo siiiHll forces he had at his command, lie and 
his t'lllowers have made a good fight and have 
certainly made a brave but useless resistance, 
and we cannot help but sympathize witu him 
whether or not »e believed In tils cause. 
But Is is not only iu the field of battle that the 


men of today are showing ot what they are made. 
For instance, Andrew Carnegie, the man of 
millions, who by hard work and perseverance 
has become what he la today, is not content with 
being a power in tteel companies, hut is earnest- 
ly tr> ing to do good. He has loundcd schooli 
and colleges that the children of the present wil 
not grow up to be ignormit men and women/ he 
has ul«o ton.ided libraries that will enable the 
massea to enjoy profitable books and Btitl go on 
learning. 
America believes in educating her people, 
therefore Carnegie, oven-though he Is anatlveof 
ScotUud, mUHt be a thorough American, for It 
certainly Is his creed. 
In the world of PClence, Marconi, the Italian, 
has established tor himself a inline that will 
stand for ages In making this discovery he tins 
worked with what has been known, but over- 
coming a!) difficulties, has brought wireless tele- 
graphy out of the realm ot experiment into the 
land of realty 
His theories were for a long timn 
greatly ridiculed 
'I oduy they are Hccompfished 


fnctK, and In a few years wireless telegraphy 
munt take Its place as one ot the must important 
of the world's means of communication. 


Plrrpont Morgan, financier, began his career ma 
i banker about forty-four years ago, when only 
twenty-one^ Anil that these forty-four years of 
liushteRs Hie have boen well spent ls proved by 
the prominence hi> has attained, uot only In 
America but over all the world. 
Moigan hoa, above all. creative power. Ev- 
eryone knows ot the great steel company he 
formed not longazo. At adliiner given in De- 
cember, 1UGO, he heard an address by Charles 
Schwab on the steel and iron industry. Mr. 
Morgan was so interested that he proposed the 
combining of the great steel Interests in Ameri- 
ca. Three months Uter the largest corporation 
In the world was oigatii?ed. 
Indeed, the great financier is given credit In 


Wall ttreet notao much for bisskitl In organizing: 
tills trust as for the speed with which the euor- 
moua task was completed. Among Mr. Mor- 
gan's most noteworthy achievements has been 
the part he played at least three times in reliev- 
ing tlie United States from sorious financial em- 
barragluent. 
And these are the works of tho man whose tamo 
is world-wide 'Ibe mm hlniNelt has thesuiety 
of judgment and evenness of mind v, Inch enables 
him to work with Inrge numbers of men. A 
strong man with a llxcd purpose unit ho wilt keep 
on until he reaches his goal. ThU was Bismark'a 
way and this is the method of the men who ac- 
complish things. 
And these are but a tow of the groat men of 
todav. Think you with men like these that our 
country shall not bo one well remembered and 
honored in- history V 
Then "All Hall" the twentieth century, and 
may the members ot the Class of 1902 prove 
worthy of you. 


The last essay was by Miss Mary G.

His "Frieze of i he Prophets," which 
adorns one of tbe corridors in ihe Boston Public 
Library, is perhaps the best known of his paint-

Another great artist, though In a different line 
from Sargent, is the Toll h pianist, Paderwlskl 
He has lately composed an opera which Is said to 
give fair promise of a brilliant future as acorn- 
poser. 


Sir Henry Irving also performs and is an artist, 
butin adlstlnctly dilterentway Irom tbe musi- 
cian. "The Grand Old Man of Ihe'Stage," as 
someone has called him, recently completed his 
seventh American tour. Irving'e real name wan 
John Henry Brodrlbb, and his people considered 
the stage an Instrument of Satan. The boy's 
, 
habit of repeating Shakespeare grew to be a 
sore trial tools mother, and the shock, when he 
flnally announced his Intention of becoming a 
"play actor" huveelf, almost drove the old lady 
with sorrow to tne grave., H* was knighted on 
the lato Queen Victoria's birthday anniversary 
in 1899. Irving Is about tho greatest actor living 
and his snoce^s has been astoi'udl ng tor he Is be- 
set with mannerisms that would seem to nullify 
his good points. Bnt the innate magnetism of 
the man Ibices itsell through these difficulties, 
and he grips hit audltois all the firmer because 
they cannot themselves explain juit where the 
force lies.

U has become a land of 
railways and telegraph lines, with uroat clthu 
biasing with electric llgMs and humming with 
street can. It has an army, trained and equipp- 
ed «" the best of the European armies are, and 
ts suore* are guarded by « navy whote ships 
live no superiors. Ii's death dealing MlkaJo 
bas become a constitutional sovereign.

Philadelphia's Uptown Station, 


Those who have watched the completion 


of the attractive new railroad station Jat 
Qermantown Junction must have recog- 
nized that it had some larger purpose 
than a mere local stopping place for the 
accommodation of passengers to German- 
town and Chestnut Hill. It is to be, In 
fact, the Philadelphia station for the fast 
line service to and from the West. The 
Southern through lines will uie the new 
station In 
West Philadelphia, 
whose 


elaborate construction is still a puzzle to 
the looker-on. 
The 
Western express 


trains, racing to and from New York and 
the East, will cut off at Mantua Junction, 
saving all of the time now spent In the 
long loop to Broad street and back again. 
They will be'Mtually nearest tha heart of 
the city where they cross Broad street at 
Germantown Junction, and the fine new 
station there will be their stopping place. 


This may prove of considerable impor- 


tance to uptown .development. 
Local 


trains, of course, will bring pass engers to 
and from Broad Street Station, but the 
passing street-oars would be nearly as 
prompt and convenient, and if there ever 
should be a railway under Broad street 
it 
weuln naturally take this traffic. 


There is a suggestion, too, for electric 
cabs on Broad street, that might be pro- 
moted by this up-town station. German- 
town Junction, a short time ago, was out 
in the country; now it is merely up-town, 
and already is more accessible to a consid- 
erable part of the population than Powel- 
ton avenue or even the City Hall Square. 


The concentration at the last named 


point, which the Pennsylvania Railroad 
terminal has helped to create, has turned 
the axis of tbe city. 
It is easy to imagine 


that an important railroad station three 
miles further north may gradually affect 
tbe character of the northward growth In 
a way that will permanently influence the 
development of the city. At all events, it 
illustrates the changing conditions that 
need to be considered in any speculation 
as to the future and particularly with re- 
gard to plans for rapid transit within the 
city.—Philadelphia Times.

The Miners'Appeal. 


At the request of William Oarne, Presi- 


dent of the Wllkes-Barre District, United 
Mine Workers of America, the following 
open letter to the public is cheerfully 
given space in the Gazette. A represent- 
ative of this paper having returned this 
week from a several days' visit In Wilkes-1 
Barre and the Wyoming Valley and having 
come into personal contact with tome of 
the striking miners, and having become 
Impressed with their intelligence and the 
justice of their cause, it is with the deep- 
est feeling it Is hoped that the brave men 
who are willing to starve themselves for a 
righteous principle may be successful in 
the great industrial contest that is now in 
progress.

The mineworkers of the Anthracite 


region of Pennsylvania went on strike on 
May 12, 1902, after months of futile ne- 
gotiations in an honorable endeavor to 
reach an amicable settlement with the 
millionaire coal barons; ahd only after 
every possible means of adjustment .•by 
conciliation had been exhausted did they 
resort to a suspension of work to secure a 
living wage and conditions of employment 
that, as human beings and American citi- 
zens, they believe they are entitled to.

How to Core For Parrots. 


The well known gray parrot I* a 


most satisfactory nud popular pet The 
male arid tlie female look exactly alike, 
and both frill talk. The female talks 
lens, learning fewer words and phrases, 
but BUG pronounces with great distinct, 
ness. They are capital mimics and 
catch different tones of voice with nice- 
ty. In the very young gray parrot the 
Iris fa black. In the older birds It Is 
yellow. The Iris of the young bird's 
eyes changes gradually. The eyes are 
dark for about seven months. As the 
gray parrot is long lived and slowly 
reaches maturity the yorng ones must 
be fed and watched wltti special care. 


The only way to care for a very 


young parrot IB to boll tne corn which 
is fed it and make it Into a pulp, put- 
ting it into the bird's beak or letting It 
feed from the owner's fingers as it 
Would from the beaks of the parent 
birds. The feeding of young parrots 
must be done frequently or they will 
die of starvation. The gray parrot Is 
fed practically like the others on hemp, 
sunflower seed, Indian corn, fresh fruit 
and some nuta. Almonds are not good 
for parrots. The bitter almonds make 
them ill. Parsley is a deadly poison.— 
Our Animal Friends. 


Money In China, and KttTpt. 


Coins were made In China so long 


ago, It Is said, as the year 2250 B. 0., 
but they could not have been other 
than portions of metal cast into porta- 
ble shape, such as were all the earliest 
moneys. In Egypt, the cradle of -civili- 
zation and commerce, Btrange^to say, 
there was no imperial coinage. Copper, 
silver and gold were used as, elsewhere, 
to Indicate values, but they were man-

Yet It Is certain from the state- 
ments of Herodotus that such was the 
case. The lifst coinage of money In 
Egypt was not struck to assist the 
Egyptians themselves in their com- 
mercial dealings, but rather because 
the foreign mei chants with whom they 
traded, the Gieeks and the Phoenicians, 
demanded Rome media which would 
have the guarantee of its value appar- 
ent on it and which would circulate 
for that value.
